Preliminary Figures For 


Property Assessments 


Show Slight Increase 


Assessments on property in Crawford 
County increased about 2.7 percent overall 
for 1985 according to tentative figures 
released by the county equalization office. 

In 1984, property assessments increased 
about 3.5 percent overall in the county and 
in 1984, assessments declined slightly about 
0.5 percent. 

The residential, commercial, industrial, 
and agricultural base in Crawford County is 
tabbed at $173,850,331 for 1985 according to 
the tentative ratios. Board of Review reduc- 
tions and increases could change the total. 
New property is not included in the base 
figure. 

This year, the county expects to have 
K mart on the tax rolls for the first time and 
25 percent of the value of the Shell sulphur 
recovery plant north of Frederic. Only 25 
percent of the value of the plant can be 
assessed because it was not in operation as 
of December 31, 1984. 


With the tentative 2.7 percent increase in 
the county’s base and with new property ad- 
ded to the rolls, the county’s overall 
equalized values could increase to about 5 
percent above last year. 

County Equalization Director Larry Hun- 
ter said any increase is subject to the Head- 
lee Amendment. The Headlee Amendment, 


which uses a Consumer Price Index as an 
inflation guide, limits the amount of taxes 
that can be collected on county equalized 
value increases above the Consumer Price 
Index. 

In residential property, which amounts to 
about 80 percent of the county tax base, 
Lovells Township showed the largest in- 
crease. A number of waterfront sales in the 
area drove up recreational property values 
and the overall residential assessments in- 
creased 14 percent. 

Maple Forest showed a 10 percent in- 
crease, Frederic Townes had a 6 percent 
increase, and the City of Grayling 2.8 per- 
cent increase overall in residential assess- 
ments. Grayling Township, Beaver Creek, 
and South Branch showed no increase over- 
all from the total assessment values of last 
year for residential property. 

In the city about 220 residences experien- 
ced increases as the value of homes in the 
$15,000 to $18,000 range generally increased 
into the $20,000 to $25,000 range. 

‘I'he real estate market sets the value for 
assessing property and the individual town- 
ships and city are responsible for their own 
assessing. 

Property owners may appeal assessments 
to local Boards of Review, which are meet- 
ing in March.

Unemployment Here 
Shows Steady Drop 


Unemployment in Crawford County 
declined steadily in 1984 according to 
Michigan Employment Security Commis- 
sion statistics. 

In August, 1984, Crawford County reach- 
ed a low mark of this decade dipping to 10.7 
percent unemployment. 

The latest MESC figures available show 
the county at 12.8 unemployment for Sep- 
tember, 1984. 

During September, 1984, Otsego County 
recorded 8.7 percent unemployment, 
Oscoda 11.0 percent, Roscommon 11.1 per- 
cent, and Ogemaw 11.8 percent. 

In September, 1984, MESC figures show- 
ed a workforce of 4475 in Crawford County 
with 3900 employed and 575 unemployed. 
The figures do not include persons whose 
unemployment benefits have run out or 
persons who have stopped looking for work 
through the MESC office. 

Here are January through September 
unemployment rates for 1984 compared to 
1983 figures that show a decline in Craw- 
ford County.

Moshier said he doesn’t encourage stu- 
dents to spend all their study time at Silly 
Sam’s either. Kids can gear their studying 
towards the purpose of having fun. 

Silly Sam’s gives free game tokens for 
good report cards to inspire students to go to 


class and come out with good grades, he 
said. 

“Last marking period I gave away 1,513 
free games,” he said. 

Moshier not only encourages good 
behavior, he goes ou? of his way to avoid bad 
behavior. 

Moshier enforces many rules, but two ab- 
solute no-no’s exist: ‘No alcohol and no 
drugs,”’ he said. 

Breaking either of these rules entitles the 
offending customer to a “permanent vaca- 
tion,” Moshier said. Even baling about 
drugs is forbidden. 

Moshier said he also tries not to en- 
courage smoking by not selling cigarettes or 
making matches available to customers, 

“I don’t promote smoking,” he said. “But 
if kids want to do so, it’s their choice.” 

Swearing is also not permitted. Younger 
children come in tov, and they do not need to 
liai fvul language, Mosier said. 

Moshier also protects younger kids from 
the harassment of the older ones. He said 
bullies must get through him first. 

As long as the customers follow the rules 
and treat the equipment and each other with 
respect, Sam’s is almost like home, he said.

Ben- 
jamin Franklin called our 
forefathers together in 
prayer before the United 
States Constitution was writ- 
ten. We have state chaplains 
who open various govern- 
ment activities in prayer. 
When our schools first star- 
ted, most of them were in 
churches, the pastor was the 
teacher, and the Bible was 
the textbook. Prayer was a 
normal activity of the day. 
Prayer implies belief in a 
God. Prayer in any public 
place is a witness that one 
believes in God. This kind of 
public worship is highly of- 


fensive to all atheists, 
agnostics, secular 
humanists, and com- 


munisits. It is no wonder that 
they fought to remove it 
from our public schools. 

In essence, the state has 
violated the spirit and letter 
of the first amendment to the 
constitution by forbidding 
the free exercise of religion 
and establishing a national 
religion of secular 
humanism to replace all 
such expression. The Honor- 
able Samuel I. Hayakawa 
stated it well, ‘‘An educa- 
tional heresy has flourished, 
a heresy that rejects the idea 
of education as the acquisi- 
tion of Knowledge and 
skills...the heresy of which I 
speak regards the fun- 
damental task in education 
as therapy.” Hayakawa is 
former President of San 
Francisco State College, and 
a former United States Sena- 
tor from California. 

On the national level, 
public education has become 
a tool of secular humanism 
to undermine the religious 
and family values of our 
youth. Now we see the dif- 
ficulty and danger of trying 
to bring prayer and the Bible 
back into the classroom. 
Before the 1950’s it was just a 
natural part of education, 
now it would challenge and 
conflict with the work and 
goals of secular humanists. 
Could such a person be ex- 
pected to be fair in super- 


remote 
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that some form of state in- 
fluenced prayer might 
develop within our school 
systems. The dangers are 
great if we support school 
prayer, they are even 
greater if we oppose it. 
There is no easy solution in 
warfare. Strong Christian 
school teachers and parents 
are the key. 

The apostle Paul gave us a 
perfect example in prayer, 
“And when he had thus 
spoken, he took bread, and 
gave thanks to God in 
presence of them all 
when he had broken it, he 
began to eat.’’ Acts 27:35. 
Paul was not pastoring a 
church, but a prisoner on a 
ship at the time. Prayer is 
not a choice, but a com- 
mand. “Pray without 
ceasing.” I Thess 5:17. “I 
will therefore that men pray 
everywhere lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and 
doubting.” I Tim 2:8.

All “good time” sentence reduction sys- 
tems for non-violent prisoners would be 
eliminated and replaced with disciplinary 
credits. 

New limitations on half-way houses would 
be set with specific staffing requirements 
and new prisoner regulations. 

Crime victims would be allowed to be 
reimbursed for psychological counseling 
and the period in which a victim can file a 
claim with the Crime Victims Compensation 
Board would be expanded. 

The package would also require pre- 
sentence reports to include information 
about specific suffering of the victim; per- 
mit local prosecutors and the attorney 
general’s office to bring forfeiture actions 
against any profits criminals may have 
earned and place those in state and local 
general funds; permit courts to sentence 
juveniles to perform community service or 
make restitution to victims; establish a 
broader definition of restitution, and create 
a community corrections program to allow 
non-violent, low-risk criminals sentencing 
alternatives other than prison. 

Owen said he expected the package would 
result in a larger prison population than is 
currently contemplated by state officials. 

He said he anticipates the Department of 
Corrections will plan their prison construc-

By Charles VanderRoest, D.O, 
if your child has asthma, 
you know how frightening at- 


tacks of this illness can be. 


By its nature, asthma 
exhibits itself in the sudden 
onset of breathing dif- 
ficulties, wheezing, and 
coughing usually without 
warning. The look of fear on 
a child’s face during an at- 
tack has a very unnerving 
effect on parents and 
siblings. This article presen- 
ts a brief overview of child- 
hood asthama along with 
current thoughts on treat- 
ment and prevention. 

A child with wheezing 
breath sounds always 
demands attention. The 
most common cause of 
wheezing in children is 
asthma. Frequently, the 
treatment of wheezing is 
also the treatment of asth- 
ma. There are other causes 
of wheezing in children, 
however, which need to be 
ruled out by your doctor 
before any treatment is 
begun. The most dangerous 
cause of wheezing that needs 
to be ruled out is a blockage 
of the child’s airway. There 
are also conditions that asso- 


ciate with asth- 
ma...especially _ allergies. 
Wheezing, the paramount 


symptom of asthma, is 
caused by uneven airflow in 
the bronchial tree. This 
uneven flow is brought about 
by a variety of causes e.g., 
irritation, mucus, smooth 
muscle spasm, or infection. 
Childhood asthma can he- 
gin anytime after birth, but. 
the peak incidence of onset is 
ages three to sixteen. Early 


symptoms of asthma are -_ 


wheezing breath sounds. 
Shortness of breath, rapid 
breathing, use of accessory 
respiratory muscles, ex- 
cessive mucus production 
and a bluish discoloration of 
the lips, face or nail beds, 


“may be present as well. 
Because of the allergic . 


nature of the disease, most 
asthma is seasonal. Com- 
mon allergens include pet 
dander, dust, pollen, media- 
tions, e.g. aspirin, foods, 
cold air, smoke, and exer- 
cise. 

If you need to take your 
child to the emergency room 
for an asthma attack, treat- 
ment is begun promptly 
following an examination. 
The treatment usually 
begins with a subcutaneous 
injection of epinephrine 
(adrenalin). |§ Epinephrine 
has a rapid onset of action 
and acts to open and relax 
the smooth muscle in the air- 
way. 

Epinephrine also has a 
short duration of action. 
Other treatments such as 
inhaled medication should 
be administered im- 
mediately to continue the 
smooth muscle relaxation. 
Inhaled medicines have a 
rapid onset of action, are 
delivered where most 
needed, and have a longer 
duration of action than 
epinephrine. These medica- 
tions are available in pocket 
inhalers that allow older 
children to treat themselves. 
Most children tolerate 
inhaled medications very 
well, 

Severe cases of asthma 
may require intravenous 
medications to open the air- 
ways. Intravenous medica- 
tions tend to have a longer 
duration of action than 
epinephrine or inhalers. 
There are also _ oral 
medicines that are used to 
keep the airways open. Oral 
and inhaled medicines allow 
asthmatics to begin treat- 
ment on their own while en- 
route to the hospital or their 
physician’s office. 

Home treatment of all 
asilunalics shouid inciude 
removal of all possibte aller- 
gens from the child’s en- 
vironment, Start with the 
bedroom; clean the room 
completely, including the 


ceiling and all curtains, wall . 


hanging rugs, spreads, etc. 


Another major source of 
allergens is forced air heat- 
ing and cooling ducts. The 
heating system may be 
cleaned professionally, or 
room air filters may be used. 
Pets (especially furry or 
feathered animals) should 
be kept out of the child’s 
room; out of the house in 
severe cases. Other irritants 
that have to be considered 
include tobacco, wood 
smoke, dry air in wood 
heated homes, cleaning 
sprays, insecticides and 
cosmetics. 

Many asthmatic children 
are placed on long term oral 
medications to prevent at- 
tacks. Your physician will 
choose the correct medicine, 
dosage, and duration of 
treatment. 

The most severe compli- 
cation of childhood asthma is 
status asthmaticus. It can be 
defined as a_ continuous 
asthma attack that is resis- 
tant to all attempts to treat 
it. These cases require 
hospitalization with oxygen, 
intravenous medication, 
careful monitoring of lab 
and x-ray studies and good 
clinical observation. 

While some _— children 
remain asthmatic through 
their lives, many “outgrow” 
it aiid inany More are abie to 
control symptoms by avoid- 
ing allergens or using simple 
self-administered medica- 
tions. 

If your child is wheezing, 
contact your physician for 
an evaluation. If the 


diagnosis is asthma, medica- @ 


tion can be administered 
immediately to ease breath- 
ing difficulty.

There were literally thou- 
sands of different log marks 
in use on Michigan rivers. As 
I have mentioned before, 
similarities were not 
tolerated by the various 
boom companies where the 
marks were owned by dif- 
ferent companies. Individual 
operators did, however, 
make use of what we now 
call series marks. The series 
marks were used to identify 
where the logs were cut, the 
camp number, or perhaps 
the quality of the logs. For 
example, H.B. Morse used 
the following series: $, $1., 
$2., $3., and $4. The Diamond 
Match Company used, as 
can be expected, a diamond 
with sequential numbers or 
letters inside the diamond. 
The Mason Lumber Com- 
pany used a Circle within a 
circle as the basic symbol 
inside of which there would 


be a number. George Prentis — 


and Company used a heart- 
shaped mark with sequential 
numbers. Ryerson, Hills and 
Company used R1M, R2M, 
R4M and RXM, as well as 
the RM over a bar under 
which was a number. The 
possible variety of series 
marks was limited only by 
someone’s imagination. 

If you ever find the ends of 
logs with such marks, you 
will have found a historical 
treasure from a bygone era.

Review

Since 1943 Michigan has 
officially recognized prob- 
lems associated with ice 
shanties. That is the year the 
Legislature passed the law 
requiring the name and full 
address of the owner to be 
affixed on all sides of the 
Shanty. 

The law also requires that 
a shanty be removed from 
the ice “before ice conditions 
appear unsafe for its 
removal,” Failure to 
remove a shanty in time is a 
violation of the Act. If the 
state removes the shanty, 
the person whose name is on 
the shanty can be assessed 
the cost of removal, in addi- 
tion to fines and costs. 

This year many people 
may be tempted to neglect 
the removal of their shanty. 
Nasty slush conditions have 
made travel on lakes diffi- 
cult and unpleasant in many 
instances, If you are respon- 
sible for a shanty, please in- 
sure that it is properly 
removed. Simply burning a 
shanty to dispose of it is 
unlawful.

Dental Decay Prevention 
Stressed by Area Dentists 


Just as some dentists are 
interested in a particular 
type of dental treatment, 
others are concerned with a 
particular group of people. 

Take children, for exam- 
ple. Only in the past fifty 
years has the importance o- 
healthy primary (baby) 
teeth been recognized. Yet 
these are the only teeth the 
child will have for the first 
six years of life, and some of 
them will remain in the 
child’s mouth until about age 
12, As well as being used for 
chewing, speaking, and 
smiling, the primary teeth 
also reserve space in the jaw 
for the permanent teeth. If a 
primary tooth is lost toa 
early, the teeth beside it may 
drift into the empty space, 
This may not leave enough 
room for the permanent 
tooth when it is ready to 
come in. 

Dentists recommend that 
children have their first den- 
tal examination before age 3. 
During this examination, the 


child’s mouth will be 
checked to see if there are 
any dental problems 


developing. If such problems 
already exist, they can be 
treated before — serious 
damage occurs. The dentist 
can also advise the parents 
on how the child should get 
the fluoride needed for good 
dental health and can show 
the parents how to brush and 
floss the child’s teeth. 
Finally, early dental visits 
help the child and the dentist 
establish a friendly relation- 
ship that can help lead to a 
lifetime of good dental 
habits. 

At the other end of the 
spectrum are those dentists 
with a special interest in the 


problems of the elderly. As 
about half of those over age 
65 have at least some of their 
natural teeth, these prob- 
lems include far more than 


the making or refitting of 


dentures. 

For example, two out of 
three cavities occuring in 
people over 50 are recurrent 
decay - that is, decay in 
areas that were decayed and 
filled earlier. Today’s older 
adults usually have many 
such repaired areas because 
they grew up without the 
benefits of fluoridated water 


and other ways of getting — 


fluroide. Also, since many of 
them have receding gums, 
they are at increased risk of 
decay affecting the roots of 
the teeth. 


Periodontal disease also 
becomes more common as 
people grow older. Roughly 
two-thirds of those over 69 
have at least the early stages 
of this disease, which can 
cause the loss of healthy 
teeth. 


Some older adults have 
difficulty brushing and 
flossing their teeth because 
of arthritis. Others cannot 
get the nutrients they need 
for good general health 
because they have trouble 
chewing. Still others may 
have a condition called ‘‘dry 
mouth” in which the supply 
of saliva is greatly reduced. 

Whatever the state of their 
dental health, all older 
adults should see a dentist 
regularly. Even those who 
no longer have their own 
teeth should visit a dentist at 
least yearly for an oral 
examination and to make 
sure their dentures fit 
properly.

Register of Deeds - $300.00, Treasurer - $370.00, Building and 


Zoning - $510.00, Equalization - $335.00, Sheriff Dept. - $353.00, 


District Court - $475.00 and Prosecutor’s Office - $800.00. 
—Adopted a resolution supporting Benzie County Commissioner 
Uledene Merrill for appointment to the MAC Board of Directors.

What makes a_ good 
elementary school? Is_ it 
good children, outstanding 
teachers, top-notch 
facilities, or exceptional 
curriculum programs? Or 
are good elementary schools 
the result of strong com- 
munity support, a dedicated 
Board of Education, and 
skilled administration? 

Dr. Stan Delidow, of the 
COOR Intermediate School 
District, spoke about each of 
these parts of an elementary 
school when he met with 
parents on Monday, Feb. 18, 
as the featured speaker at a 
program sponsored by the 
Crawford-AuSable Parents 
Group at the Grayling 
Elementary School. 

“Children do not make a 
good school,” Delidow 
stressed. 

All schools must teach a 
variety of children. One of 
the best elementary school 
Delidow visited , he said, 
was an inner city school in 
Detroit. The quality of 
school does not depend on 
the quality of children, ac-

cording to Delidow. 

Teachers add to the 
school’s quality, but they are 
not the “prime factors” in 
determing that quality. 
Delidow emphasized the im- 
portance of teachers having 
opportunites to continue 
their professional develop- 
ment. “Good teachers 
require both experience and 
training,’’ he said. 

A school building must be 
“safe and well-maintained” 


+ 
to be conducive tc good 


education, said Delidow. 
Studies have indicated some 
environments are more 
helpful to learning than 
others, yet the building itself 
is still not a prime factor of 
school quality, he said. 
Neither is curriculum a 
prime factor in determining 
the quality of a school. 
Delidow felt that what is 
taught and how it is taught is 
“terribly important,” but 
still not the area that 
separates good schools from 


mediocre schools. 
He cited community sup- 
port, the Board of 


Education, and the school’s 
administration as being the 
prime factors in discovering 
the quality of a school. 

Delidow stated _—itthat 
studies show people who 
care about education 
produce good schools. 
Caring means economic 
support, a consistency of 


_values, and positive concern, 


he said. A supportive com- 
munity does not deny 
problems when they exist. 
Community members are 
willing to become part of the 
solution rather than part of 
the problem, 

The local school beard is 
also a prime factor and con- 
tributes to school quality 
when its members are there 
for “genuine educational 
concerns.” Delidow said 
boards must not be torn by 
politics but must be able to 
express legitimate 
educational needs and show 
concern for both the econ- 
omic and educational well- 
being of the district. 

Administrators, par- 
ticularly principals, are key 


_, to the quality of a school, he 


said. ‘‘The principal can 
make a difference,” Delidow 
emphasized. He called for 
principals to be involved in 
the educational process, and 
to learn to plan and cause 
change. A crucial role of 
principals is to support the 
professional growth of 
teachers, he said. 

Following Delidow’s talk, 
parents selected workshops 
presented by members of the 
Frederic and Grayling 
elementary schools staff. 

Frederic principal, Dave 
Hawkins, presented an 
overview of what children 
learn through the first six 
years of schooling, 


Pat Hawkins, Frederic 


| kindergarten teacher, spoke 


about readiness for kin- 
dergarten and offered ideas 
for parents to use for their 
children at home. Mrs. 
Hawkins also explained the 
new developmental kinder- 
garten program offered at 
the Frederic school. 

Elementary school 
discipline was the subject of 
a workshop led by Melvin 
Nunn, Grayling principal. 

The Advanced Studies 
program at the elementary 
level was described in 
another workshop by Gayle 
Mills, coordinator of the 
district’s gifted and talented 
program. 

Twenty five parents atten- 
ded the program in spite of 
bade weather and slippery 
roads, 

The Crawford AuSable 
Parents Group is a non- 
profit corporation organized 
to promote strong com- 
munication between home 
and school. Meetings are 
normally held the second 
Tuesday of each month at 
7:30 p.m. in the county cour- 
thouse basement, Ali paren- 
ts of children in the district 
are invited to attend.
